Shortly before 
veaching Gexdelegen, the eolum turned south and the troops occupied 
nositions in the vicinity of Zienau, Ipse, and Ziepel, southeast and 
southwest of Gerdelegen. They then made 2 simulated attack in the direction 
of Letzlingen, on the northern linits of Letzling Heath, All troops returned 
%e the Stendal. garrisons on 19 and 20 April. *
